It’s time to check the facts, side who siezcd this chance 


The issue of ta.x exemption for religious and other 
non-profit schools will intrude upon the California political 
campaign next year. Good citizens everywhere should insist 
that facts rule the debate. The fires of bigotry must not be 
lighted as they were In 1952. 

Let us recall what has gone before. In 1951 the Legis¬ 
lature passed a bill exempting from taxation religious and 
other non-profit schools of elementary and high school 
grade. Similar schools at the college level had been exempt 
since 1914. In 1952 the issue was carried by referendum to 
the people, who upheld the exemption after a campaign 
of regrettable bitterness. Foes of the exemption then took 
their case to the State Supreme Court and United States 
Supreme Court, again losing. 

NOW THEY HAVE revived it by qualifying for the 1958 
ballot an initiative repeal mt'asure. They cannot properly 
raise the constitutional issue of separation of church and 
state because the highest courts have said no such issue is 
present. Fact is, tax exemption for religious schools dates 
back to the earliest days of the Union. California was the 
last of the 48 States to grant it. 

So the campaign next year must be based on the ques- 
,tion of what is sound public policy, what is fair and what 
is just. 

There are 1,076 such schools, of which 643 are Catholic, 
390 are Protestant, four are Jewish and 39 nonsectarian. 
Had they been ta.xed last year, the total tax revanue would 
have come only to $1,8 million. 

As against this, had the 340,000 pupils in these schools 
attended public schools instead, the State would have had 
to provide $350 million to build new schools for them and 
an additional $118 million for increased operating costs. 

IN THE ABSENCE of any showing that the exemption 
works an injustice upon others—and none can be made— 
it is manifestly both sound business and sound public 
policy to grant that $1.8 million of tax relief and avoid that 
enormous increase in the public tax load. 

The parents of children in these schools willingly carry 
a double burden. They pay their full share of taxes for 
public schools they do not use while paying all the costs 
of their own schools. Injustice and a denial of fair play , 
would indeed be present if, in addition to this, double tax¬ 
ation were reimposed upon them. 

The attempt at initiative repeal is unwisely made. 
Since it cannot now be avoided, it needs to be met firmly, 
and be firmly rejected.—Reprinted from the San Francisco 
Examiner.
